Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

L heg  to  report  on  the 

health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  in 
the  year  1947. 

The  Report  is  dravm  up 

generally  in  accordance  v/iththe  recj_uirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  is  confined  to  a hrief  statement 
of  the  work  performed  hy  the  puhlic  health  services  of  the 
area.  For  ease  of  reference,  the  required  information  is 
presented  mainly  in  tahular  form. 

The  statistical  particulars 

for' the  year  are  not  seriously  at  variance  with  ar^y  recently 
recorded  in  the  area  and,  on  the  whole,  compare  very 
favourahly  vifith  those  for  England  and  Wales.  The  occurrence 
of  ohirteen  cases  of  acute  polio-myelitis,  or  infantile 
paralysis,  in  ^the  late  summer  and  autumn  months,  when  the 
disease  was  unusually  prevalent  in  many  other  parts  of  the 
country,  was  the  chief  epidemiological,  feature  of 
importance.  The  area  shared,  to  a very  limited  extent,  in 
the  measles  epidemic  which  invaded  neighbouring  districts; 
the  low  mortality  from  this  cause,  and  the  relatively  small 
proportion  of  cases  amongst  infants  in  the  younger  age-groups, 
are  especially  noteworthy.  The  incidence  and  mortality  rates  for 
other  acute  infectious  diseases,  more  particularly  diphtheria 
and  influenza,  are  appreciably  lower  than  usual. 

The  birth  rate  advanced  to 

17*6  per  thousand  of  the  population,  the  increase  being  accompanied 
by  reduction  in  mortality  from  maternal  causes  and  amongst 
infants  under  the  age  of  one  year.  There  was,  however,  a sharp 
rise  in  the  proportion  of  still-born  infants,  as  compared  with 
the  rates  experienced  in  the  preceding  two  years.  Illegitimate 
births  formed  4.7  per  cent,  of  the  total,  the  corresponding 
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figures  for  19U6,  1945  and  1944  being  7.4,  10.3  and 
11.4,  respectively. 

The  'crude’  or 

unedousted  death  rate  of  11. 5 coincides  with  that  for  1946^ 
but  is  somewhat  below  the  average  for  recent  years. 

The  chief  .cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  (including  affections  of  the  blood- 
vessels of  the  brain)  to  which  were  attributed  156  deaths,  or 
roughly  44.0  per  cent,  of  the  total  from  all  causes.  Deaths 
from  cancer  and  malignant  disease  form  the  second  largest 
group  and  accounted  for  l6.0  per  cent,  of  the  total,  Tiiese 
findings  are  closely  in  accord  with  those  usually  observed. 
Attention  is  drawn  to  the  relatively  low  mortality  from 
non- tuberculous  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  and  from 
infantile  diarrhoea  and  enteritis.  The  numbers  of  deaths 
from  other  specified  causes  correspond  with  those  recorded 
in  the  past,  and  do  not  indicate  unusual  or  excessive 
r;orta].ity  from  any  particular  cause,

Reinforcing  doses  of  diphtheria  prophylactic 
were  given  to  195  persons,  most  of  whom  were  school 
entrants  who  had  completed  a course  of  immunisation 
three  or  four  years  previously. 

It  * is  es'Gimated  that  approximately  50,0  per  cent 
of  children  under  the  age  of  five  years,  and  30t 0 
per  cent,  of  those  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
fifteen  years,  have  been  artificially  immunised 
against  diphtheria^  As  protection  is  not  usually 
advised  for  infants  in  their  first  year,  the 
former  percentage  represents  a reasonably 
satisf ec'Gorj;'  proportion  of  those  eligible  for 
treatment.  It  is  generally  accepted,  however, 
that  an  immunisation  rate  of  less  than  70.  per 
cent,  of  the  pre-school  population  is 
insufficient  to  provide  a really  effective 
barrier  against  widespread  infection  in  this 
critical  age-group.  Steps  are  accordingly  being 
takeii,  with  the  assistance  of  general  medical 
practitioners  in  the  district,  to  secure  that  all 
infants  are  protected  shortly  before  or  immediately 
after  their  first  birthday.  The  advisabil.ity  of 
combining  v/hooping-c ough  vaccination  with  diphtheria 
prophylaxis  is  under  consideration.

WATER  SUPPLY 


With  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Tatsfield, 
viThich  obtains  its  supply  from  the  Metropolitan  Water 
Board,  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  hy 
the  Last  Surrey  Water  Company,  The  water  is  derived 
from  deep  borings  in  the  chalk,  and  is  softened, 
chlorinated  and  de-  chlorinated  before  distribution  to 
consumers , 

The  supply  v/as  adequate  in  q_uantity  throughout  the 
yearc  The  quality  of  the  water,  as  revealed  by  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination  at  regular  intervals,  was 
invariably  reported  to  be  satisfactory^.  No  acti.on  was 
necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination. 

Samples  of  the  v/ater  before  and  after  treatment 
are  submitted  m.onthly  for  bacteriological  examination, 
under  private  arrangement,-s  made  by  the  Last  Surrey 
Water  Company,  In  add.it:|on,  samples  of  the  treated 
water  are  examined  chemically  and  bactoriologic'^lly 
about  forty  times  a y^ear,  under  a rota  system 
arranged  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the 
districts  supplied  by  the  Company;  samples  are  taken 
in  each  district  at  stated  times,  and  the  AnaJ.yst's 
reports  are  circulated  to  all  the  districts  concerned.

Difficulties  were  experienced  during  the  year  with 
transport  - bwo  of  i;he  existing  vehicles  being  more  or  less 
worn  out  and  subject  to  continual  breakdovm,  v/ith  the  result 
that  the  collection  schedules  were  considerably  disorganized 
at  tim.es. 

The  Council,  realising  the  position,  ordered  four  nev/ 
refuse  collection  vehicles  but  unfortunately  delay  in  the 
delivery  of  the  vehicles  is  considerable  - a delay  of  well 
over  two  years  from  dale  of  order  being  anticipated.
